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Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/29/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

(a) The applicants argue that the bit signals 109-112 might sometimes be used 
as a factor in determining frame length, the use of the signals does not correspond to 
the claimed "frame length detected from the input data which has not been decoded by 
the preliminary decoding part." 

Response — The claim only broadly recites, "a frame length detected from the 
input data which has not been decoded by the preliminary decoding part." How the 
input data which has not been decoded by the preliminary decoding part is used to 
detect the frame lengths or under what condition the input data which has not been 
decoded by the preliminary decoding part is used to detect the frame lengths is beyond 
the scope of the claim. As the applicants admit the bits signals 109-112 are used as a 
factor in determining frame length, Nara's teaching meets the claimed limitation. 

(b) The applicants also argue that Nara does not teach anything with regard to 
detecting frame lengths because the frame length is assumed to be constant: 

Response — The limitation "frame length" in the instant application clearly should 
be interpreted as "number of data per frame", not "the time duration of a frame" as 
argued by the applicants. Nara teaches that each frame has a fixed time duration (page 

2, lines 23-24) and the duration of each bit is varied according to data rates (page 2, 
lines 27-28). Therefore, the number of data bits per frame is varied with the data rates. 
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That is, the frame length is varied with the data rates. As Nara teaches detecting the 
data rates, Nara clearly teaches detecting frame lengths.
